YOUR  STATEWIDE  CAMPUS 

The  University  of  Illinois  offers  extramural 
courses  for  credit  in  many  subjects  to  students  who 
cannot  attend  classes  on  the  campus.  In  certain 
areas,  when  other  University  requirements  have 
been  met  and  approval  has  been  secured  for 
courses  pursued  from  the  college  or  school  in  which 
the  degree  is  to  be  taken,  students  may  earn  up 
to  sixty  undergraduate  semester  hours  toward  the 
baccalaureate  degree  or  four  units  toward  the 
master's  degree  through  the  extramural  or  off- 
campus  program.  Credit  earned  in  extramural 
classes  may  not  be  used  in  lieu  of  University  resi- 
dence requirements.  Course  content,  quality  stan- 
dards, and  work  requirements  are  similar  to  those 
in  campus  classes. 
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REGISTRATION  PROCEDURE 

Note:  Enrollment  in  certain  of  these  classes  is  limited. 
Interested  persons  may  request  that  a  place  be  reserved  by 
writing  to  the  address  indicated  just  below  the  description 
of  the  course. 

Registration  in  extramural  courses  is  completed  by  mail 
immediately  following  the  first  meeting  of  the  class.  At  the 
first  meeting  the  instructor  outlines  the  nature  of  the  course 
and  answers  questions  of  prospective  students.  Registration 
materials  and  instructions  are  issued  at  this  meeting. 

Registration  is  not  complete  until  all  registration  forms 
have  been  submitted  to  the  Office  of  Admissions,  and  ap- 
proved, and  fees  paid  in  full.  Registration  forms  and  fees  re- 
ceived after  the  fourth  meeting  of  the  class  are  not  accepted. 

Applicants  for  registration  in  extramural  credit  courses 
who  expect  to  be  admitted  to  regular  standing  or  as  candi- 
dates for  degrees  should  supply  official  transcripts  from  all 
institutions  attended  other  than  the  University  of  Illinois, 
and  should  have  such  transcripts  sent  to  the  Office  of  Ad- 
missions by  the  fourth  meeting  of  the  class.  Those  who  have 
previously  registered  with  the  University  and  who  have 
complete  transcripts  on  file  should  not  resubmit  them. 

CREDIT  AND  TUITION  FEES 

Credit  earned  in  extramural  courses  cannot  be  counted 
as  residence  credit.  Candidates  for  certain  degrees  may, 
however,  apply  up  to  sixty  undergraduate  semester  hours 
toward  the  baccalaureate  degree  or  four  units  toward  the 
master's  degree  for  credits  earned  in  the  extramural  pro- 
gram, if  other  University  requirements  have  been  met  and 
approval  is  secured  for  courses  pursued  from  the  college  or 
school  in  which  the  degree  is  to  be  taken. 

Students  who  are  employed  full  time  may  not  register 
for  more  than  one  unit  of  graduate  work  each  semester,  and 
not  more  than  two  units  of  graduate  credit  in  extramural 
courses  may  be  earned  during  an  academic  year.  Courses  at 
the  400  level  are  not  open  to  undergraduate  students  for 
credit. 

It  is  recommended  that  undergraduate  extramural  stu- 
dents who  are  employed  full  time  register  for  no  more  than 
six  semester  hours  of  work  each  semester. 

Auditors  or  visitors  may  register  in  credit  courses  by 
obtaining  consent  of  the  instructor.  They  must,  however, 
pay  regular  fees  assessed  for  the  course.  In  the  case  of 
multiple  credit  courses  the  visitor  pays  the  lowest  fee 
assessable. 

Credits  given  by  the  courses  and  tuition  fees  assessable 
are  listed  with  the  course  description  for  each  of  the  courses 
in  this  bulletin. 

GRADES 

The  system  of  grading  is  as  follows:  "A,"  excellent;  "B," 
good;  "C,"  fair;  "D,"  poor  (but  passing);  "E,"  failure. 

Official  transcripts  of  grades  are  sent  to  extramural 
students  who  have  completed  courses  only  upon  specific 
request  to  the  Recorder's  Office. 

UNDERGRADUATE  COURSES 

Undergraduate  extramural  courses  are  open  to  all  ap- 
plicants who  can  meet  course  prerequisites   and   University 
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entrance  requirements.  The  Dean  of  the  Division  of  Uni- 
versity Extension  may  also  approve  the  applications  of  those 
eighteen  years  or  more  of  age  who  are  unable  to  meet  Uni- 
versity entrance  requirements,  when  in  his  opinion  they  can 
pursue  the  course  with  success. 

Students  enrolling  in  extramural  undergraduate  classes 
who  are  candidates  for  degrees  must  meet  general  require- 
ments of  the  University  with  respect  to  residence,  hygiene, 
physical  education,  and  rhetoric.  They  must  also  conform  to 
the  requirements  of  the  curriculum  selected  in  regard  to 
electives  and  the  total  number  of  hours  required  for  gradua- 
tion. In  addition,  minimum  scholarship  requirements  which 
the  University  has  approved  for  the  college  or  school  must 
be  met. 


GRADUATE  COURSES 

Registration  in  any  of  the  courses  listed  in  this  bulletin 
does  not  necessarily  imply  registration  in  the  Graduate  Col- 
lege of  the  University  of  Illinois.  There  are  three  different 
types  of  admission  to  graduate  courses: 

ADMISSION  TO  FULL  STANDING  IN  THE  GRADUATE  COLLEGE.     A 

minimum  grade-point  average  of  3.5  (A  =  5.0)  for  the  last 
sixty  hours  of  work  completed  is  required  of  applicants  for 
admission  to  full  graduate  standing  in  all  departments,  al- 
though certain  departments  require  a  higher  average.  A  stu- 
dent who  meets  these  requirements  may  qualify  for  work 
toward  a  degree.  However,  the  responsibility  for  meeting  the 
residence  and  course  requirements  specified  by  the  Graduate 
College  and  the  major  department  rests  with  the  student. 
Each  student  who  is  admitted  to  full  standing  should  im- 
mediately request  his  major  department  to  appoint  an 
adviser. 

ADMISSION    NOT    AS    A    CANDIDATE    FOR   A   DEGREE.     A    Student 

who  does  not  meet  the  scholastic  requirement  for  admission- 
to  the  Graduate  College  may  register  in  courses  listed,  with 
approval  of  the  instructor,  but  credit  cannot  be  applied  to 
an  advanced  degree  at  this  University.  Graduate  students 
who  wish  to  earn  credit  without  reference  to  an  advanced 
degree  may  also  be  admitted  to  this  status. 

admission  as  a  visitor.  A  student  may  be  admitted  to 
the  course  as  a  visitor  provided  that  such  admission  is  ap- 
proved by  the  instructor  in  charge.  Registration  as  a  visitor 
will  not  entitle  the  candidate  at  any  future  time  to  graduate 
credit  in  the  course  attended  by  him  as  a  visitor. 


GRADUATE  MAJORS  IN  EDUCATION 

The  University  of  Illinois  awards  two  degrees  that  are 
of  particular  interest  to  graduate  students  who  major  in  edu- 
cation and  who  wish  to  do  part  of  their  graduate  study  in 
extramural  courses.  The  Master  of  Education  program  has 
been  designed  for  teachers,  supervisors,  counselors,  and  others 
engaged  in  educational  work  that  demands  broad,  funda- 
mental, and  practical  preparation  for  dealing  with  educa- 
tional problems.  The  program  leading  to  the  Advanced 
Certificate  in  Education  requires  the  satisfactory  completion 
of  a  year  of  specialized  professional  study.  This  program  is 
for  experienced  teachers  who  have  master's  degrees. 


The  general  requirements  of  the  Graduate  College  apply 
to  programs  of  study  leading  to  these  degrees.  To  meet  re- 
quirements for  either  degree,  a  student  must  qualify  for  ad- 
mission to  the  Graduate  College  and  subsequently  complete 
an  approved  program  consisting  of  at  least  eight  units  of 
graduate  work.  A  minimum  of  four  units  must  be  taken 
while  the  student  is  in  residence  on  the  Urbana  campus. 
(This  requirement  may  be  satisfied  through  the  completion 
of  two  units  in  each  of  two  summer  sessions.)  Beyond  this 
minimum,  courses  may  be  taken  in  extramural  centers  or  by 
commuting  to  the  campus  for  part-time  study.  Regulations 
governing  these  degrees  allow  freedom  in  planning  individ- 
ualized programs.  The  program  of  study  that  an  individual 
student  proposes  to  follow  must  be  submitted  in  writing  to 
the  College  of  Education  Office  by  the  student's  faculty  ad- 
viser. The  student  who  registers  before  his  program  is  ap- 
proved and  recorded  in  the  College  of  Education  Office  has 
no  assurance  that  the  credit  he  earns  will  be  accepted  as  part 
of  his  degree  requirements.  The  mere  accumulation  of 
credits  does  not  entitle  a  student  to  a  graduate  degree.  It 
is  therefore  imperative  that  each  beginning  student  arrange 
for  the  appointment  of  his  adviser  immediately  after  he  gains 
admission  to  the  Graduate  College  as  a  degree  candidate.

MILITARY  SCHOLARSHIPS 

An  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Illinois  in  1919, 
amended  in  1943,  1951,  1953,  and  1963,  provides  Military 
Scholarships  for  veterans  of  World  War  I  or  for  veterans 
who  served  on  active  duty  at  any  time  after  September  16, 
1940,  who  were  residents  of  the  state  of  Illinois,  or  had  been 
bona  fide  residents  of  this  State  until  at  least  six  months 
prior  to  entering  such  service  and  who  after  leaving  service 
returned  to  this  State  within  six  months  and  have  resided  in 
this  State  for  not  less  than  one  year  immediately  prior  to  the 
date  of  their  application,  or  students  of  the  University  at  the 
time  of  enlistment,  provided  they  are  not  receiving  financial 
assistance  for  educational  purposes  from  the  federal  govern- 
ment. The  scholarship  exempts  the  holder  from  the  payment 
of  tuition  for  a  period  of  four  years.  Application  should  be 
made  to  the  Director  of  Admissions  and  Records  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois  prior  to  registration  in  an  extramural 
course  if  the  scholarship  is  to  be  used  in  lieu  of  tuition. 
Honorable  discharge  papers  and  service  record  or  photostats 
thereof  must  be  submitted  with  the  application. 


VETERAN'S  INFORMATION 

Veterans  who  wish  to  enroll  under  the  "Viet  Nam  G.I. 
Bill"  must  also  present  a  Certificate  of  Eligibility  from  the 
Veterans'  Administration  and  pay  the  full  amount  of  the 
tuition.  Under  this  bill  they  receive  reimbursement  from 
the  Veterans'  Administration  for  the  cost  of  tuition. 
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WITHDRAWAL  AND  REFUND 

Application  for  withdrawal  and  refund  must  be  made  to 
the  Extramural  Office  in  writing.  Withdrawal  forms  are 
then  sent  to  the  student.  If  the  student  presents  substantial 
and  convincing  evidence  of  inability  to  pursue  the  course  as 
a  result  of  circumstances  not  within  his  control,  withdrawal 
is  approved  without  penalty.  In  general,  no  refund  is  made 
for  withdrawal  effected  after  the  fourth  meeting  of  the  class.

In  this  endeavor,  the  teacher  and  students 
carry  on  such  logical-linguistic  processes  as  characterization, 
definition,  and  exemplification  as  concepts  are  taught  and 
such  processes  as  generalization,  instantiation,  justification, 
evaluation,  and  explanation  (in  the  sense  of  telling  why)  as 
principles  are  taught.  This  course  considers  the  logic  of  such 
processes  and  the  language  that  is  used  as  they  are  carried 
on.    The  psychology  of  these  processes  is  not  considered. 

Most  of  the  references  are  from  the  fields  of  logic  and 
semantics  rather  than  from  pedagogy.  Use  is  made  of  the 
analysis  of  the  tapes  of  teachers  actually  teaching  lessons  in 
English,  mathematics,  science,  and  social  studies. 

Success  in  the  course  is  determined  more  by  the  ability 
to  handle  abstractions  and  the  ability  to  apply  knowledge 
acquired  and  the  disposition  to  be  thoughtful  by  prerequisite 
knowledge  about  logic  or  semantics.

YOUR  STATEWIDE  CAMPUS 

The  University  of  Illinois  conducts  extramural 
courses  for  credit  in  many  subjects  for  students  who 
cannot  attend  classes  on  the  campus.  In  certain 
areas,  when  other  University  requirements  have 
been  met  and  approval  has  been  secured  for 
courses  pursued  from  the  college  or  school  in  which 
the  degree  is  to  be  taken,  students  may  earn  up 
to  sixty  undergraduate  semester  hours  toward  the 
baccalaureate  degree  or  four  units  toward  the 
master's  degree  through  the  extramural  or  off- 
campus  program.  Credit  earned  in  extramural 
classes  may  not  be  used  in  lieu  of  University  resi- 
dence requirements.  Course  content,  quality  stan- 
dards, and  work  requirements  are  similar  to  those 
in  campus  classes. 
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REGISTRATION  PROCEDURE 

Note:  Enrollment  in  certain  of  these  classes  is  limited. 
Interested  persons  may  request  that  a  place  be  reserved  by 
writing  to  the  address  indicated  just  below  the  description 
of  the  course. 

Registration  in  extramural  courses  is  completed  by  mail 
immediately  following  the  first  meeting  of  the  class.  At  the 
first  meeting  the  instructor  outlines  the  nature  of  the  course 
and  answers  questions  of  prospective  students.  Registration 
materials  and  instructions  are  issued  at  this  meeting. 

Registration  is  not  complete  until  all  registration  forms 
have  been  submitted  to  the  Office  of  Admissions,  and  ap- 
proved, and  fees  paid  in  full.  Registration  forms  and  fees  re- 
ceived after  the  fourth  meeting  of  the  class  are  not  accepted. 

Applicants  for  registration  in  extramural  credit  courses 
who  expect  to  be  admitted  to  regular  standing  or  as  candi- 
dates for  degrees  should  supply  official  transcripts  from  all 
institutions  attended  other  than  the  University  of  Illinois, 
and  should  have  such  transcripts  sent  to  the  Office  of  Ad- 
missions by  the  fourth  meeting  of  the  class.  Those  who  have 
previously  registered  with  the  University  and  who  have 
complete  transcripts  on  file  should  not  resubmit  them. 

CREDIT  AND  TUITION  FEES 

Credit  earned  in  extramural  courses  cannot  be  counted 
as  residence  credit.  Candidates  for  certain  degrees  may, 
however,  apply  up  to  sixty  undergraduate  semester  hours 
toward  the  baccalaureate  degree  or  four  units  toward  the 
master's  degree  for  credits  earned  in  the  extramural  pro- 
gram, if  other  University  requirements  have  been  met  and 
approval  is  secured  for  courses  pursued  from  the  college  or 
school  in  which  the  degree  is  to  be  taken. 

Students  who  are  employed  full  time  may  not  register 
for  more  than  one  unit  of  graduate  work  each  semester,  and 
not  more  than  two  units  of  graduate  credit  in  extramural 
courses  may  be  earned  during  an  academic  year.  Courses  at 
the  400  level  are  not  open  to  undergraduate  students  for 
credit. 

It  is  recommended  that  undergraduate  extramural  stu- 
dents who  are  employed  full  time  register  for  no  more  than 
six  semester  hours  of  work  each  semester. 

Auditors  or  visitors  may  register  in  credit  courses  by 
obtaining  consent  of  the  instructor.  They  must,  however, 
pay  regular  fees  assessed  for  the  course.  In  the  case  of 
multiple  credit  courses  the  visitor  pays  the  lowest  fee 
assessable. 

Credits  given  by  the  courses  and  tuition  fees  assessable 
are  listed  with  the  course  description  for  each  of  the  courses 
in  this  bulletin. 

GRADES 

The  system  of  grading  is  as  follows:  "A,"  excellent;  "B," 
good;  "C,"  fair;  "D,"  poor  (but  passing);  "E,"  failure. 

Official  transcripts  of  grades  are  sent  to  extramural 
students  who  have  completed  courses  only  upon  specific 
request  to  the  Recorder's  Office. 

UNDERGRADUATE  COURSES 

Undergraduate  extramural  courses  are  open  to  all  ap- 
plicants who  can  meet  course  prerequisites  and   University 


entrance  requirements.  The  Dean  of  the  Division  of  Uni- 
versity Extension  may  also  approve  the  applications  of  those 
eighteen  or  more  years  of  age  who  are  unable  to  meet  Uni- 
versity entrance  requirements,  when  in  his  opinion  they  can 
pursue  the  course  with  success. 

Students  enrolling  in  extramural  undergraduate  classes 
who  are  candidates  for  degrees  must  meet  general  require- 
ments of  the  University  with  respect  to  residence,  hygiene, 
physical  education,  and  rhetoric.  They  must  also  conform  to 
the  requirements  of  the  curriculum  selected  in  regard  to 
electives  and  the  total  number  of  hours  required  for  gradua- 
tion. In  addition,  minimum  scholarship  requirements  which 
the  University  has  approved  for  the  college  or  school  must 
be  met. 


GRADUATE  COURSES 

Registration  in  any  of  the  courses  listed  in  this  bulletin 
does  not  necessarily  imply  registration  in  the  Graduate  Col- 
lege of  the  University  of  Illinois.  There  are  three  different 
types  of  admission  to  graduate  courses : 

ADMISSION  TO  FULL  STANDING  IN  THE  GRADUATE  COLLEGE.    A 

minimum  grade-point  average  of  3.5  (A  =  5.0)  for  the  last 
sixty  hours  of  work  completed  is  required  of  applicants  for 
admission  to  full  graduate  standing  in  all  departments,  al- 
though certain  departments  require  a  higher  average.  A  stu- 
dent who  meets  these  requirements  may  qualify  for  work 
toward  a  degree.  However,  the  responsibility  for  meeting  the 
residence  and  course  requirements  specified  by  the  Graduate 
College  and  the  major  department  rests  with  the  student. 
Each  student  who  is  admitted  to  full  standing  should  im- 
mediately request  his  major  department  to  appoint  an 
adviser. 

ADMISSION    NOT    AS    A    CANDIDATE    FOR    A   DEGREE.     A    Student 

who  does  not  meet  the  scholastic  requirement  for  admission 
to  the  Graduate  College  may  register  in  courses  listed,  with 
approval  of  the  instructor,  but  credit  cannot  be  applied  to 
an  advanced  degree  at  this  University.  Graduate  students 
who  wish  to  earn  credit  without  reference  to  an  advanced 
degree  may  also  be  admitted  to  this  status. 

admission  as  a  visitor.  A  student  may  be  admitted  to 
the  course  as  a  visitor  provided  that  such  admission  is  ap- 
proved by  the  instructor  in  charge.  Registration  as  a  visitor 
will  not  entitle  the  candidate  at  any  future  time  to  graduate 
credit  in  the  course  attended  by  him  as  a  visitor. 


GRADUATE  MAJORS  IN  EDUCATION 

The  University  of  Illinois  awards  two  degrees  that  are 
of  particular  interest  to  graduate  students  who  major  in  edu- 
cation and  who  wish  to  do  part  of  their  graduate  study  in 
extramural  courses.  The  Master  of  Education  program  has 
been  designed  for  teachers,  supervisors,  counselors,  and  others 
engaged  in  educational  work  that  demands  broad,  funda- 
mental, and  practical  preparation  for  dealing  with  educa- 
tional problems.  The  program  leading  to  the  Advanced 
Certificate  in  Education  requires  the  satisfactory  completion 
of  a  year  of  specialized  professional  study.  This  program  is 
for  experienced  teachers  who  have  master's  degrees. 


The  general  requirements  of  the  Graduate  College  apply 
to  programs  of  study  leading  to  these  degrees.  To  meet  re- 
quirements for  either  degree,  a  student  must  qualify  for  ad- 
mission to  the  Graduate  College  and  subsequently  complete 
an  approved  program  consisting  of  at  least  eight  units  of 
graduate  work.  A  minimum  of  four  units  must  be  taken 
while  the  student  is  in  residence  on  the  Urbana  campus. 
(This  requirement  may  be  satisfied  through  the  completion 
of  two  units  in  each  of  two  summer  sessions.)  Beyond  this 
minimum,  courses  may  be  taken  in  extramural  centers  or  by 
commuting  to  the  campus  for  part-time  study.  Regulations 
governing  these  degrees  allow  freedom  in  planning  individ- 
ualized programs.  The  program  of  study  that  an  individual 
student  proposes  to  follow  must  be  submitted  in  writing  to 
the  College  of  Education  Office  by  the  student's  faculty  ad- 
viser. The  student  who  registers  before  his  program  is  ap- 
proved and  recorded  in  the  College  of  Education  Office  has 
no  assurance  that  the  credit  he  earns  will  be  accepted  as  part 
of  his  degree  requirements.  The  mere  accumulation  of 
credits  does  not  entitle  a  student  to  a  graduate  degree.  It 
'is  therefore  imperative  that  each  beginning  student  arrange 
I  for  the  appointment  of  his  adviser  immediately  after  he  gains 
admission  to  the  Graduate  College  as  a  degree  candidate.

MILITARY  SCHOLARSHIPS 

An  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Illinois  in  1919, 
amended  in  1943,  1951,  1953,  and  1963,  provides  Military 
jSchoiarships  for  veterans  of  World  War  I  or  for  veterans 
who  served  on  active  duty  at  any  time  after  September  16, 
1940,  who  were  residents  of  the  state  of  Illinois,  or  had  been 
jbona  fide  residents  of  this  State  until  at  least  six  months 
[prior  to  entering  such  service  and  who  after  leaving  service 
returned  to  this  State  within  six  months  and  have  resided  in 
;this  State  for  not  less  than  one  year  immediately  prior  to  the 
idate  of  their  application,  or  students  of  the  University  at  the 
time  of  enlistment,  provided  they  are  not  receiving  financial 
jassistance  for  educational  purposes  from  the  federal  govern- 
Sment.  The  scholarship  exempts  the  holder  from  the  payment 
of  tuition  for  a  period  of  four  years.  Application  should  be 
made  to  the  Director  of  Admissions  and  Records  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois  prior  to  registration  in  an  extramural 
course  if  the  scholarship  is  to  be  used  in  lieu  of  tuition. 
Honorable  discharge  papers  and  service  record  or  photostats 
(thereof  must  be  submitted  with  the  application. 


VETERAN'S  INFORMATION 

Veterans  who  wish  to  enroll  under  the  "Viet  Nam  G.I. 
Bill"  must  also  present  a  Certificate  of  Eligibility  from  the 
Veterans'  Administration  and  pay  the  full  amount  of  the 
{tuition.  Under  this  bill  they  receive  reimbursement  from 
the  Veterans'  Administration  for  the  cost  of  tuition.

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WITHDRAWAL  AND  REFUND 

Application  for  withdrawal  and  refund  must  be  made  to 
the  Extramural  Office  in  writing.  Withdrawal  forms  are 
then  sent  to  the  student.  If  the  student  presents  substantial 
and  convincing  evidence  of  inability  to  pursue  the  course  as 
a  result  of  circumstances  not  within  his  control,  withdrawal 
is  approved  without  penalty.  In  general,  no  refund  is  made 
for  withdrawal  effected  after  the  fourth  meeting  of  the  class.

EDUCATIONAL  PSYCHOLOGY  E325.    INTRODUCTION 
TO  GUIDANCE  AND  COUNSELING 

This  course  develops  the  educational  and  psychological 
concepts  that  are  used  by  teachers,  administrators,  student 
advisers,  and  other  professional  persons  in  guidance  and 
personnel  work.  It  explores  the  teaching-learning  process  in 
terms  of  person-to-person  relationships  that  arise  in  organi- 
zations and  the  teacher's  or  counselor's  role  in  such  inter- 
actions.
